NRS 266.600(4) GENERAL POWERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL CONCERNING FINANCES, REVENUE AND TAXATION.

The city council may:  Borrow money on the credit of the city for corporate purposes, in the manner and to the extent allowed by the constitution and the laws, and issue general obligations therefore,

but no city may issue or have outstanding at any time bonds to an amount in excess of 30 % of the total assessed valuation of the taxable property within such city 

as shown by the last preceding tax list or assessement roll, nor warrants, certificates, script or other evidences of indebtedness, excepting the bonded 

indebtedness, in excess of 20 % of the assessed valuation.  This subsection does not restrict the power of the cities as to taxation, assessment, borrowing money, contracting

debts or loaning their credit for procuring supplies of water.
